the law’ so that no rival bank 
could be established in New York» 
There was only one. Burr couldn’t 
get around thi> statute. 
“ F i n a l l y , ” explained the sena­ 
tor, “ the yellow lever epidemic 
hit New York and there was no 
water. People died by the thou­ 
sands. So Aaron Burr established 
a company to build a water main 
and provided in its charter: ‘This 
company may engage in any oth­ 
er bu.'iness not contrary to the 
laws of New York.’ 
“ When the charter came up be­ 
fore John Jay, then governor of

Hamilton 
opposed it 011 the ground that it
